RAINS WORTH MILLIONS. 


Drouth of Several Weeks in State of 
Washington Broken and Wheat 
ls Saved.

TACOMA, April 20.—{Exclusive Dts- 
patch.] Copious rains falling in the 
grain districte of the East Side for 
two days are worth millions to the 
State. The drouth of several weeks 
coupled with moisture absorbing 
winds, had so dried out the soil that 
spring wheat was not germinating and 
fail wheat was also suffering.

POOR INNOVATION. — 
The person is obtuse, grossly ignorant or 


wildly rash whe questions the far-reaching wis- 


dom, uncommon greatness or unmatched patrict- 
ism of the men who planned the form of govern- 
ment under which we live. 


These founders of the nation thought it best to 


divide the lawmaking power into two branches, 
one popular, chosen by a direct vote of the” peo- 
ple, coming up in its entirety from the people di- 
rect at short intervalg of two years. That. cer- 
tainly is getting close to the people and giving 
them opportunity to secure resentation for 
every sentiment that may take lodging in the minds 
of the great mass. 

Evidently it was foreseen that there might be 
some danger of the people being swept away for 
awhile from sound principles by some wave of 
popular excitement. To guard against an event of 


‘this mature the Senate was devised as a check 


and balance on this popular body. The term of 
office in the Senate is set at six years instead of 
two, and the members are chosen not by the people 


direct, but by their representatives in the State 


Legislatures. The Senate is a perpetual body, one- 
third of the members going out in each biennial 
Congress term. | 

There has been at all times some question as to 
whether the Senators would not better he elected 
by a direct vote. Some of our'people have seen 
things in such a, light that they think better re- 
stilts would come from this mode of choosing the 
less popular branch of the national legislative 
body. And it must in fairness be conceded that 


men of much ability have taken this yiew. But “at: 


all times the great majority of the people have 
been of the other way of thinking. 

The advocates of change have had a good deal 
to contend inst and little concrete argument to 
set forth. ese advocates have obliged, it 
must be conceded, to rely largely on sentiment, 
while those who opposed change have been able 
to show reasons of no small force. Outside of the 
general argument against change, they have been 


able to point te the high character and ability of 


the members of the Senate. The bedy has had in 


its ranks many of the greatest intellects of the 


country, and most of them have been men of the 
highest patriotism and of the purest character, A 
great strain has been placed upon the Senate and 


it has berne up manfully. Never in the history of 


any nation but ours was the Chief Executive, the 
head of the nation, impeached and tried by a fair 
trial and not a drop of bloed shed, net even a 
loud word uttered. The honor of so trying Presi- 


be 


dent Johnson belongs to the United States Senate. 
In spite of great popular excitement and loud 
clamor, although the party alignment in the Sen- 
ate was a grave menace, yet justice prevailed and 
the unpopuler President was cleared of the charges 
brought against him. The House of Representa- 
tives for 130 years shows no such statesmanship as 
that found in the Senate. ' 
Abandoning abstract reasoning, sentiment und 
even the story of the past, two States in the 
Union have found a way to get around the Con- 
stitution and elect United States Senators ptac- 
tically by popular vote. In Oregon one Senator 
has been so elected and another is about to be. 
The State of Oklahoma has provided the same 
method. Here is a concrete instancé-in which a 
comparison can be instituted betwéen the old 
way provided by the great founders of the ré- 
public and the new way. We are speaking in all 
frankness, without prejudice as to the merits of 
electing’ United States Senators by direct vote. 
The reflections here presented are a study rather 
than an argument. They are in no sense a special 
plea. The Senator, elected practically by direct 


vote in Oregon, stands far below the average of 
that body in ability and farther in morals. Ore | 


gon's next election of Senator promises to present 
a queer subject of study. The Legislature is likely 
to be Republican, but will be compelled:to choose 
a Democrat as Senator. The principles which di- 
vide the parties, many of them fundamental, count 


for nothing. The personal popularity of the man. 
outweighs all these; and yet in this case there is} -~ 


not any superiority of the Democrat over the Re- 


publican im-any respect. The old method set prin- }* 
‘ciples above ph favor. 


The House of Representatives is chosen by di- 
rect vote. The members ave not all great states- 
men, nor ardent patriots, The best man does not 
always win. Governors of States are chosen by 
popular vote, but those who think men who would 
merit their favor would be elected to the Senate 
if all the people voted directly in their election are 
often grievously disappointed in the election of a 
Governor. — | 

The men made the Constitution were of the 
people and trusted the people in all ordinary cir- 
cumstances. But they took care to protect the 
people from themselves in times of popular ex- 
citement, when passion takes the place of reason. 
They may have had in mind a memorable occasion 
when a people carried away by prejudice and pas- 
sion héid an election in Jerusalem and the whole 
populace cried out, “Away with this man and re- 
ow Barahbas was a mur- 

erer.” 

Whatever force the argument for election of 
United States Senator by direct vote may have, 
there is nothing to be said for the Oregon way of 
getting the Constitution. If the election 


were by direct vote; party principles would prob- 


ably have some weight, and q Legislature of one 
party would not be placed in the awkward position 
of sending a man to the Senate who will vote on 
all matters, wherein principle is involved, contrary 
to the beliefs of the members of the Legislature.

A PERFECT HARBOR. 

A perfect harbor for commerce must 
possess a sheltered anchorage accessible 
in any weather; quiet water for 
wharves and docks; land just a trifie 
above tidewater for factory sites, ra!l- 
roads, and all the machinery for com- 
merce and manufacturing; and above 
every other consideration, the harbor 
must be surrounded by a rich and 
populous country which, In its turn, 
is easily accessible to all 
of travel as well as $ to the ocean high- 


mercial centers determines largely how 
great it can really become. 
the trade that might go through the 
harbor will be distributed: if too far 
away, it indicates that that section of 
the country is probably not as close to 
the main lines of the world’s trade as 
it should be. 

Let us see how well San Pedro har- 
bor meets these requirements: 

First: As to a sheltered anchorage. 
It is a matter of history that Catalina 
Island was discovered by a Spaniard 
named Cabrillo in 1543, though it did 
not receive its present name until 1602. 


San Pedro Bay, being less than twenty-/| the 


five miles distant, must have been dis- 
covered at about the same time. 
Some 260 years later, or about the 
middie of the 18th century, the San 
Gabriel Mission, a few miles 
of Los Angeles, was founded, and in 
1781 Los Angeles itself was founded by 
a party ef monks from that mission.

Federal ‘Authorities Begin 
General Crusade. 


Four ‘Arrests on Charges of 
Using Mails Illegally. 


Criminal Practices Will Be 
Severely Punished. 


Charged with using the mails to fur- 
ther their criminal practice, four al- 
leged quacks were arrested yesterday 
afternoon by the Federal authorities, 


1} upon indictments recently brought by 


the grand jury. “Doctors” E. E. Eads 
of No. 254 South Broadway; Haigh of 
No. 340 Bryson Block; Taylor of No. 
415% South Spring street, and Alice 
von Rickert of No. 727 South Hill 
street, were taken before United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke and 
ball was fixed at $1000 each. The wom- 
an and Eads were unable to furnish 
bail and were taken to the County 
Jail. 

“This office will coiperate with the 
‘postal department to eradicate one of 
the greatest evils existing in this 
city,”” said United States District At- 
torney Lawler. “In the event of con- 
viction of the defendants I shall ask 
the court to inflict the maximum pen- 
alty. e infamous business con- 
ducted by these alleged doctors merits 
the strongest language. The govern- 
ment will use every means in its 
power to entirely stamp out a traffic 
that is conducted under the guise of 
legitimate medical practice. 

“Il have talked with a number of 
reputable physicians about the appall- 
ing number of criminal operations per- 
formed in this city. They agree with 
me that drastic methods must be used 
to put an end to them. The majority

BORAH ALSO SAYS ORCHARD 
SHOULD GET NO MERCY. 


Senator Analyzes Evidence Against 
Brownsville Rioters and Declare 
Some Soldiers of Regiment Delib- 
erately Formed Conspiracy to Shoot 
Up Town.
